DETAILED ACTION 
Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 08 
December 2003 has been entered. 


Response to Amendment 

The amendment, paper # 12, filed on 18 November 2003 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1 - 47 are cancelled and new claims 48-135 have been added, of which, 
claims 106 - 1 12 are withdrawn from consideration as elected in paper # 13 filed on 08 
December 2003. The amendment is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because: all claims 1-47 drawn to the elected invention have been cancelled and 
presents only claims 48-105 and 1 13 - 135 drawn on non-elected invention (MPEP 
821.03) because: 
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Elected invention comprised shopper database and did not comprise database 
for storing list of merchants who can provide merchandise and service 

Elected invention uses prior stored customer information and the present 
invention uses the information of prior web site from which the shopper navigated to the 
host system to initiate the current communication. 

Elected invention did not location of shopper's computer, and the present 
invention determines the location of shopper's computer. 

Elected invention did not determine domain name portion of a URL, and the 
present invention determines the domain name portion of a URL and use the domain 
name portion used by networked computers to access first web page. 

Elected invention did not claim web server with plurality of domain names, and 
the present invention claims web server with plurality of domain names and associated 
first web page. 

Therefore the remaining newly added claims 48-105 and 1 13 - 135 are not 
readable for reasons given above. The applicant's attention is also invited to MPEP 819 
- Office Generally Does not permit shift to claiming another invention after an election is 
once made and action given to the elected subject matter. 

Since the above mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to 
reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
